Bordeaux Mixture for Late Blight 
and Rot — How and When to 
Spray Effectively — How to 
Increase Crop Yields. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of rn es 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 
4ARLY apraying with Bor- 
deaux mixture and Paris 
green or arsenate of lead 
protect potato plants from 
Early Blight and Potato Beetles. 
Later sprayings are required as an 
insurance against Late Blight and 
Rot of Potatoes, which is the most 
serious disease of potatoes in Ontario. 
This disease usually appears about 
the middle of July if the weather is 
at all damp. Therefore, it is neces- 
sary to. begin spraying for it about 
the 10th of July. Bordeaux mixture 
is the only satisfactory fungicide for 
the control of Late Blight and Rot 
of Potatoes. A poison should be add- 
ed when necessary for Potato Bee- 
tles, arsenate of lead paste, 3% Ibs. 
to each 40 gallons of the liquid

When the plants are large it has 
been found that it pays to go over 
each row twice at each spraying. 
Spraying must be continued through- 
out August and, part of September, 
even though the plants close in and 
coyer the ground between the rows. 
Not as much harm as might be ex- 
pected will be done by the wheels 
and the increase in yield and sound- 
ness of the crop will more than com- 
pensate for whatever loss there may 
be. For convenience in spraying, 
rows of potatoes should be at least 
thirty inches apart. Spraying for Late 
Blight and Rot is an insurance which 
few can afford to negtect.—Prof. 
J. E. Howitt, O. A. College, Guelph. 


Lime to Increase Crop Yields. 


The soils in many parts of the pro- 
vince are so depleted of their lime 
that they are becoming sour or acid. 
This is an important fact as few, if 
any, of our farm crops can make their 
best growth on a soil carrying an 
insufficient supply of/lime. This is 
especially true of leguminous plants 
and it is probable that the frequent 
“killing out” of clover during the 
first. winter is due to lack of suffi- 
cient lime. 

Lime acts in several ways. It 
neutralizes the acids formed in the 
soil through the decay of organic mat- 
ter; it overcomes the tenacity of clay 
soils, binds sands together and thus 
improves the physical condition of 
both types of soil. Lime is not only 
an essential constituent of the food 
of plants, but it also tends to liber- 
ate plant food, especially potash, from 
the insoluble forms in the’soil, bring- 
ing them into an available state. The 
micro-organisms that live on the 
roots of the nitrogen-gathering plants 
tannot work in an acid soil, nor can 
some other forms of organisms whose 
function it is to gather nitrogen. 
Consequently it is evident that a sol 


‘| destitute of lime or even very low 


in lime cannot produce maximum 
crops. Coupled with these facts, we 
have the happy condition that lime is 
one of the cheapest fertilizers, if we 
may. call it such, that can be pur- 
chased. 

Lime or Quick Lime is made by 
heating limestone rock or carbonate 
of lime, to a sufficiently high temper- 
ature to break up the compound into 
the oxide of lime and carbon-dioxide. 
The former substance is what we 
know in common terms as “‘fresh 
burned lime” or “‘quick lime... If 
the limestone rock is ground to a fine 
powder we have “ground limestone” 
or “agricultural lime.” it requires 
about two tons of this latter sub- 
stance to be equal to one ton of quick 
lime, and the prices charged for them 
are in about the same proportion. 
Furthermore two tons of the former 
to one ton of the latter are about the 
right quantities to apply. 

The ground limestone rock is safe 
on any land in almost any quantity, 
and may be applied at any time of the 
year. On heavy clay soils quick lime, 
slaked before applying, may give 
quicker results; but it should not be 
applied to light sandy soils. Few 
materials or fertilizers can have so 
many good things said about them as 
lime and none of them cost so little 
money. Try out a little yourself this 
rear.—Prof. R. Harcourt, O. A. Col- 
lege, Guelph.

A Worm Good to Eat. 


The most prized of all gustatory 
delicacies in Samoa is the ‘‘palolo.” 
Travelers who have been persuaded 
to try it declare it superior to the 
lobster. 

The palolo is a marine worm, and 
is rather a mystery, being never seen 
save on two or three nights in the 
entire year, Its-appearance seems to 
be regulated by the moon. 

The night when the October moon 
changes to the third quarter is chosen 
by the palolo for its first appearance. 
When the moon rises the sea is seen 
to be altve with wriggling green and 
brown worms, some of them a yard 
or. more in iength. 

The natives, ready in advance, 
make a festival of the occasion, going 
out with dip nets among the reefs 
and scooping up the worms by the 
bushel. They paddle about In every 
available boat with lighted torches 
waiting for the moon, and then the 
scene becomes one of great and joy- 
ous excitement. 

The palolo comes once again when 
the November moon quarters, but no 
more until the following year. It is 
said’to live in crannies of the coral 
reefs, coming to the surface to spawn 
at these lunar periods. 

Some of these worms are eaten as 
they wiggle, but the bulk of the 
catch is reserved for a big feast on 
the: following day, when they are 
wrapped in banana leaves and baked.

Unionist members irrespec- 
tive of former political affiliation, 
admire Hon. Mr. Meighen’s capac- 
ity and courage. It is reported on 
good authority that the Cabinet has 
agreed to abide by the decision of 
the caucus so that whoever ,wins 
will have a united party.

SAVE CLOVER HONEY FOR 
WINTER STORES 


With sugar over twenty cents a 
pound, and the outlook of a possibly 
higher price and uncertainty of sup- 
ply, beekeepers will find it advisable 
to pay more attention than usual to 
the saving of wholesome honey for 
wintering the bees safely. 

Each. colony should not have less 
than 40 pounds of stores for winter: 
The honey gathered in June and 
July from alsike and white clover is 
perfectly wholesome and makes the 
finest winter stores. Most of the 
honeys gathered from other abund- 
ant sources in June and July are al- 
80 wholesome but honey gathered 
from mixed sources in August and 
September is, as a rule, less so, 
and therefore is liable to cause 
dysentery which will weaken or kill 
the -colony before spring. Some 
kinds of fall honey are very injur- 
ous, However, buckwheat honey 
and the honey from certain species 
of goldenrod and aster that grow 
Abundantly in dry situations if it 
ripens before cold weather, are 
wholesome, 

It would therefore be wise to 
save combs of clover honey in order 
shat several of them may be placed 
n the hive about the centre. These 
_ombs should be given early enough 
in the fall, that is to say, about the 
niddie of September, to allow the 
ees time to empty a few cells to 
nake a place for the winger cluster 
to occupy. Care should be taken

DISEASE AND COAL 
Scientific Discoveries Establish a 
Connection. 


| which 


World Declared to Have Been Free 
From Physical Ills Before the 
Beds That Supply Fuel 
Were Laid Down. 

} 

One of the most curious of discus | 
sions has been started by Prof. Roy L, | 
Moodie, a scientist of high reputation, | 
who has made a special study of the 
beginning of disease. Once upon a | 
time, he says, there was no such thing 
as disease in either animals or plants, 
But it was a very long while ago. His, 
inquiries led him to the conclusion 
that diseases began in the coal-form- 
ing period, when the vast deposits of | 
our fossil fuel were laid down in peaty | 
bogs from the luxuriant vegetation of | 
regions then tropical—in Pennsy!l- 
vania, along the southern Alleghenies | 
and elsewhere. . . 

In those very ancient times, ever 50 | 
many millions of years ago, the earth 
was covered with water far more ex- 
tensively than at present, and on the | 
bottom grew fields of “sea lilies”—just | 
as they do today In marine shallows. 
They are oddly imitative of plants, 
though really animals, and fossil re- 
mains of them found in coal show en- 
largements of the stems plainly due to 
attack by parasite worms. During the 
coal period there seems to have been 
an extensive development of those 
forms of microscopic vegetation that 
we call fungi and bacteria. Nearly all 
plant diseases are due to attack by 
parasitic fungi. Most diseases of men 
and animals are attributable to bac- 
teria of one species or another that 
have acquired the habit of parasitism. 
Minute bacteria and fungi—traces of | 
their. colonies, that is to say—have 
been found {n the fossil droppings of 
extinct species of fishes, embalmed, as 
one might say, in our coal deposits. In 
plant structures of corresponding an- 
tiquity are discovered natural “cul- 
tures” of bacteria, silicified. 

The fossil teeth of long-extinct spe- 
cies of fishes have been found affected 
by “dental caries”—irregular decayed 
spots, Are we to suppose that those 
finny creatures of early days suffered 
from toothache?) Twenty or thirty 


millions of years ago arrived the age 


of reptiles, which developed the giant 
lizards, that were the largest animals 
ever known in the world, if some mod- 
ern whales be excepted. Some of thelr 
bones (preserved in the rocks) show 
deformities obviously due to disease. 
Certain of these deformities suggest 
chronic inflammation of the joints; 
others, tuberculosis. After the age of 
reptiles came the early mammals. They 
end their descendants (including our- 
selves) have certainly had a due al- 
lowance of disease ever since. But 
(if Professor Moodie’s dictum is to be 
accepted) there was no such thing as ! 
disease in the world up to the time 
when the coal beds were laid down.— 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. |

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THE MARIE. CELESTE. 


Strange Case of Ship Deserted at 
Sea. 
No mysteries are more stimulating 
the imagination than those of 
the sen alone holds the an- 
swer, and there probably never has 
been a sea enigma more intriguing 
than thet involving the fate of the 
huntan beings, who, on November 7, 


to 


| 1873, sailed from New York for Ge- 


noa, on board the Marie Celeste. Fate 
was never to throw light upon the 
problem; fiction was to furnish ‘an 
ingenious and plausible solution. 

Commanded by Capt. Briggs, who 
took with him his wife and. his two- 
year-old baby, the Marie Celeste left 
New York with a cargo of alcohol in 
The vessel's two mates and 
one of her crew were Americans; the 
four other men In the forecastle were 
Germans. According to her log she 
passed an island of the Azores on 
November 24. Early in December the 
British barque Del Gratia, bound 
from New York to Gibraltar, sighted 
her drifting aimlessly under partial 
sail, 

Hailing the Marie Celeste and re- 
ceiving no reply the British captain 
investigated, and found the Marie 
Celeste mysteriously abandoned. 
There was plenty of food, plenty of 
water, plenty of sea room, and no 
signs of bad weather. The cargo was 
undisturbed, and in the forecastle 
were the sailors’ chests, filled with 
their clothing and money, untouched. 
Captain Brigg’s gold watch was be- 
side his berth. Upon his wife’s table 
in the cabin were threaded needle, 
scissors and a bit of partly sewed 
material, lying as if hastily tossed 
aside. The baby’s toys were strewn 
about the cabin floor and on the wall 
the clock still ticked. There was no 
suge*stion of mutiny or piratical at- 
tack: no leakage and nothing wrong 


, with steering gear, rigging or navi- 


gating paraphernalia. The only clue 
was the unfinished entry scrawled 
“Fanny, my dear 
wife———"’ ; 
Departing hardly at all from the 


‘essential facts of the Marie Celeste, 


Conan Doyle offered his ingenious so- 
lution in one of his early stories, 
“J. Habakuk Jephson’s Statement.” 
In fiction as in fact the vessel was 
named the Marie Celeste, and the in- 
vestigating ship the Dei Gratla. But 
in the narrative Captain Briggs be- 
came Captain Tibbs; the destination 
changed from Genoa to Lisbon; she 
sailed from Boston instead of New 
York: the cargo was tallow and 
American clocks in place of alcohol; 
and in addition to the crew of seven 
in the story, two of them negroes, 
there were on board three passengers. 

One of the passengers Was a mu- 
latto, who, sworn to vengeance upon 
the white race, had done away with 
his fellow travellers one by one, had 
himself been taken off the ship in a 
canoe from the African coast, and 
had disappeared in the jungle after 
sending back his message of defiance

MURDER_ OF MISSIONARY BY 
CHINESE ‘ROBBERS 


Vancouver, B. C., June 24.—The 
first detailed account has just reach- 
ed the city of the heroic death of 
Rev. James R. Menzies, M.D., D_D., 
the well-known missionary in Chi- 
na, who has relatives in Vavicouver 
at Pitt Meadows, and on Vancouver 
Island. He was in his fifty fourth 
year and leaves a family living in 
Toronto. The description of his 
murder while ‘defending tw6d lady 
workers, Miss Lethbridge and Miss 
Brydon, at Hwaiking, is contained 
in the Honan Messenger of Weih- 
wel, which he was editing at the 
time of his death, 

It appears that Dr. Menzies al- 
though unarmed without hesitation 
attacked a band of robbers which 
was ravaging the ladies quaryers, 
He knew the strength of the mar- 
auding party, but this did not pre- 
yent him from making his single- 
handed assault on the robbers, who 
numbered probably between fifteen 
and twenty. ‘ 

On Wednesday night about ten 

o’clock a band of robbers attacked 
the ladies’ house. After gaining en- 
trance to the compound they pro- 
ceeded to the house, broke the glass 
in the front door and engered. One 
of the ladies escaped to the upper 
verandah where she succeeded in 
concealing herself, the other was 
ordered to show the robbers where 
the money was kept. 
Dr, Menzies, whose house was some 
distance off heard tne calls for help 
and at once ran out, The lady on the 
upper verandah. caught sight of him 
as he crossed the road by a newly 
whitewashed bridge to approach the 
house. The robbers had left a man 
on guard at the gate, just below the 
bridge steps. When he heard Dr. 
Menzies’ voice, he raised an alarm 
and called to the robbers indoors 
to hurry out. In the midst of their 
struggle the rest of the robbers ran 
out and surrounded them. Flashes 
from a revolver followed. 

The whole band made their es-- 
cape.One of their number was found 
next morning some distance outside 
the premises killed by a shot ap- 
parently intended for Dr. Mensies. 

In the judgment of the doctor 
who examined the wounds, one bul- 
let had plerced Dr. Menzies’ body 
and entered that of the robber with 
whom he was struggling.

Device Employed by Eskimos Results 
Frequently in Practical Wiping 
Out of Entire Pack. 


Wolves are a plague in Alaska, 
wnere the natives are commonly 
obliged to store their food supplies 
on platforms erected seven or eight 
feet above the ground, thus putting 
them beyond the animals’ reach. 

Most ingenious of all wolf traps is 
one of extreme simplicity used by the 
Hskimo. ‘It consists merely of an irdén 
spearhead—or a suitably shaped blade 
of chipped flint will serve—which ds 
set point upward in the Ice, so as 
to be frozen securely in position. A 
churk of seal blubber is wrapped 
about the spearhead or filnt blade and 
tied fast. 

Alaskan wolves are marvelously 
keen of scent. It does not take them 
long to find the attractive bait, about 
which a snarling pack of them will 
gather, licking and chewing at the 
blubber. Presently one and another 
of them cut their.tongues on the sharp 
‘edges of the flint or iron. Blood runs. 
They do not know that It is their own 
blood, and the taste of it drives them 
crazy. 

Presently they begin to attack each 
other, the weaker being overcome by 
the stronger. Blood flows in streams 
over the ice, and soon all are killed 
or badly wounded. The pack is nearly 
«destroyed, only a few perhaps being 
able to limp awey and nurse their 
hurts. 


Christening Customs. 

The rural English people have some 
curious superstitions regarding the 
christening of infants. The manner in 
which a child is carried into the church 
is supposed to affect the character and 
disposition in after-life. The nurse, or 
whoever carries the baby, should enter 
the church with the. right foot, step- 
ping briskly and dancing the baby in 
her arms, so that the little one shall 
xrow up cheerful and light-hearted.

place of Junius Spencer Morgan, grand- 
father of the present J. P. Morgan, has 
been shorn of this ‘fame by the town 
of West Springfield.

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Aviators’ Ailments.

12th of July Celebration 
at Madoc 


The Orangemen of the County of 
Hastings decided to hold the 230th 
anniversary of their Association in 
Madoc on Monday, July 12th, Great 
preparations were made by the lo- 
cal Orangemen to handle the im- 
mense cfowds that were expected 
to be present on the occasion.

Thoreau, in the Journal, said it 
was like the sound made by rubbing 
wet glass with your finger or by wax- 
ing a table. It was a squeaking 
sound, as of one particle rubbing 
against another. 

“My hypothesis, briefly stated, is 
this,” says a writer in Science. 
“The sand grains on the lower beach 
and as far as the upper limit of the 
storm beach are bathed periodically 
by the waters of the lake, which con- 
tain various salts, including calcium 
and magnesium bicarbonates. This 
water dries on.the grains of sand, 
soating the surfaces with an extreme- 
ly thin film of salts, including cal- 
«<ium and magnesium carbonates. 
This film .is of such a nature as to 
create considerable friction when rub- 
bed, and thus when the grains are 
brought into contact with various 
surfaces a sound is emitted. One may 
compare the action of the film of 
dried salts on the sand grains. with 
the action of rosin on the violin bow. 

“The beach sand is, of course, the 
game sand which later goes to form 
the dunes when transported by the 
wind, but during this transporta- 
tion, due to the abrasive action of 
grain against grain; much of the salt 
film is rubbed off and carried on by 
the wind in the same manner that 
clay dust is, to be deposited in quiet 
places, as on the forest floor beyond. 
After deposition in blowouts or on 
dunes, the grains are subjected from 
time to time to the bleaching action 
of rain water, and this completes the

The reason 
for the pelicans remaining at Bird 
Island and making the daily flight 
to another lake for food has never 
been fully .explained, although fish 
and game Officials say that the peli- 
cans understand that they cannot be 
molested at the islands, and that 
therefore the sanctuary in Great 
Salt Lake will always continue as 
their permanent abode.—Popular Sci- 
ence Magazine.

At the present time, the only wild 
mammals in Jamaica are the coney 
and the mongoose. The coney was 
imported many years ago and flour- 
ished. Unfortunately rats flourished 
in greater luxuriance and in order to 
exterminate the rats a large importa- 
tion of Indian mongooses was made. 
The rats were more or less abolished, 
but the mongooses then turned their 
ferocious attention to the coneys and 
they have become almost extinct. 
Capt. Anthony found some living in a 
restricted area in the mountains of 
Jamaica, and brought home skele- 
tons and skins in proof thereof. An 
interesting fact is that: among the 
fossil mammals, the explorers: were 
unable to find any closely related to 
those in Cuba and Porto Rico. This 
has suggested the speculation of an 
eastern peninsula jutting out from 
Honduras, and that Jamaica may 
not have been part of. the Antillean 
continent. The idea that Jamaica 
may have been isolated from <all 
other land and that mammals came 
to it on floating masses of vegetation 
does not commend itself to zoologists. 

If there is « lost continent, Capt. 
Anthony says that it must have been 
an important mass of land, with great 
rivers and huge mountains, the lat- 
ter rising perhaps 20,000 feet above 
the sea. The expedition also did 
some checking up on Herbert Spen- 
cer’s theory, that in tertiary times the 
present bottom of the sea was from 
a mile and a half to two miles higher 
than it is now from its present con- 
formation. “If this be so,’’says Capt. 
Anthony, as quoted in the Boston 
Transcript, by J. Olin Howe, “‘it gives 
us our continent there which our fos- 
sil fauna seem to indicate. The ridges 
of the sea bottom seem to follow the 
general direction of the mountain 
ranges we find on the larger islands, 
and Spencer concluded that the 
ridges now under water and the 
mountain ranges which rear them- 
selves above it were formerly all 
parts of the same system."’ He be- 
lieves that the mountains of the lost 
continent were higher than any now 
on the American continent, but does 
not say that the high gods may have 
become affronted by this exaltation 
and have thus been incited to abolish 
a continent.

A few hours before the sky war, | 
perhaps, perfectly clear. All at once 
a few white patches become Visible _ 
to the eye, and if they quickly begin, J 
to dot the whole sky it is a warning | 
sign. Each fluffy cloud represents the | 
point where moisture rising from the | 
earth has begun to condense. The | 
rapid formation of the clouds means 
uneven heating of the surface of the 
earth and the presence of lots of 
moisture in the air. The clouds grow 
together, forming a continuous roll- 
ing mass of dense vapor, cutting off 
the fiyer’s view of the earth. 

So far the’ storm has been only 
threatening. The clouds have spread 
sideways as far. as they can; now 
they begin to grow heavier. The 
heated air from the earth below 
pushes through the heavy layer and 
bulges it upward. Higher . and 
higher it is pushed, while more and 
more moisture condenses, and this 
great bulging mass of vapor, some- 
times three or four miles high, has 
become a thundercloud. Its bulging 
tops are called thunder peaks or 
thunder heads, and they are respon- 
sible for the lightning, the heaviness 
of rainfall and thé hail we some- 
times have in midsummer. 

The energy of a thunderstorm is 
amazing, says a writer in Popular 
Mechanics. A single great cloud may 
contain billions of pounds of water 
vapor. The flashes of lightning from 
cloud to cloud are sometimes twenty 
miles in length, and when we stop to 
think that it takes a current of 15,000 
volts pressure to produce a spark an 
inch long, we can only wonder at the 
approximate amount of electricity 
involved in a single flash. : 

Sometimes the wind of a thunder- 
cloud or the “squall,” as it is called, 
is violent enough to level trees, and 
is improperly called a tornado, 
There is a big difference. A tornado 
is a violent whirlpool of air that 
sweeps acrors the country and 
twists off trees and fs in its path. 
The wind from a thunderstorm blows 
straight away from. the storm and 
never twists. The tornado is always 
dangerous, while the wind from a 
thunderstorm is only ocasionally dan-

roadly speaking, there are three 
general.stages in the development of 
a thunderstorm. There must be 
strong currents of moist air rising 
from the earth, as igdicated by the 
appearance of the white patches of 
cloud. This condition must continue 
until the sky is covered. And lastly, 
the force of these upward currents 
must be great enough td push the 
clouds up into thunder heads. A 
thunderstorm then results. 


News Photography. 

Mr. William Hartley, sometime art 
editor of the Star, Morning Leadem 
and Daily News and Leader, gives an 
attractive account of the beginning 
and development of the photographic 
news pictures in the London daily 
papers.

to become as popular as the pictures 
from the solid ground.

A despatch from Picton says: For 
forty years the Methodists of this 
little town in Prince Edward county 
have been summoned to worship at 
the Main Street Methodist Church 
by a 1400 pound bell presented. to. 
the congregation in 1876 by the late 
Jonathan Mattashed. Now the bell 
is being taken down from the steep- 
le preparatory to shipment to Cheng 
Tu, China. There it will again ring 
out igs clarion call to the Methodist 
converts of the Far East. 

The Main Street Church has been 
closed, following its amalgamation 
with the other Methodist body at 
Picton at which was formerly known 
as the First Church, The pastor of 
the Main Street Church at the time 
the bell was donated was Rey. Wm, 
Service, and it is his son, Rev. Chas. 
W. Service who is now in charge of 
‘the Chinese Methodist Mission, from 
whose tower the old bell will ring 
out its call to the faithful. 

The bell bears the inscription: 
“Presented by J. Mattashed to the 
iM. E. Picton Church, 1876," and it 
is donated to the Cheng Tu Mission 
by the trusgees of the church here. 
It is estimated that the cost of 
transporting it to China will be be- 
tween $150 and $200, and the mon- 
ey for this purpese has already been 
sent here by the Cheng Tu adherents 
The Picton Sunday School now main 
tains a ward in the Cheng Tu Hos- 
pital.

Many of the churches of Mexico 
that cause the world to wonder, be- 
cause .of their architecture and price- 
les& ornaments, owe their existence to 
mines. The Baroyeca church, bullt fn 
1792, was built from the wealth de- 
rived from the Mina Grande mine, in 
‘Baroyeca mountain. Prior to 1850 the 
‘walls were lined with sheets of pure 
‘| silver from the mine. The candela- 
bra, the altar rails and other parts of 
| the sanctuary were of silver, and the 
altar vessels were of pure gold.

Where the 
fire originally came from nobody 
knows, for the natives have no 
knowledge of any way to make it.

Certain it is that they take most 
rt In the 
underground dwellings (covered over 
with brush) which are their only 
habitations, there is always a fire, the 
embers of which are never allowed 
to become extinguished. Every one 
of their rude dugout canoes has in 
the middle a clay floor, on which a 
fire burns or smolders. 

At night these primitive people, in 
case of alarm, burn signal fires on 
the mountain tope; and in the day 
time the same fires supplied with 
green wood,’ d up columns of 
amoke which, being. made intermit- 
tent by smothering the column with 
a ‘skin blanket at intervals, convey 
messages in a sort of Morse code. 

» This is the most ancient of all 
means of distributing intelligence, 
and since prehistoric times has been 
employed in many parts of the world. 
Modern science has devised no more 
effective method of attracting atten- 
tion and sending news over a wide 
extent of country. It is thought that 
these signal beacons suggested to 
Magellan the name Tierra del Fuego. 

The natives are among the lowest 
of savages. They have no permanent 
homes, moving from one place to an- 
other as often as the local food sup- 
ply is exhausted and spending much 
of their lives in their canoes. It is 
said that, when other provender is 
not obtainable, they eat the old wo- 
men, after stifling them humanely in 
the smoke of a greenwood fire. 

The men do not average more than 
five feet in height, but are powerfully 
built; the women are equally muscu- 
lar. They have a singularly brutal 
appearance, with no foreheads to 
speak of, their hair coming down 
nearly to the eyebrows. Both sexes 
go almog} naked, a skin hung on the 
windward aide being considered a suf- 
ficient protection even in the worst 
weather of that frigid latitude. 

Nevertheless; they have their spe- 
cial accomplishments. They possess 
amazing skill in throwing stones, 
flinging them with either hand and 
with great force and accuracy of aim. 
No other people in the world equal 
them in marksmanship with*that an- 
clent instrument of. warfare. 

Their food is derived chiefly from

drastic method which finds some ex- 
cuse in the ferocious and treacherous 
character of these savages.

Every now and then some un- 
ruly Italian woman breaks out into 
a thinking spell, to the grief of the 
conservative Italian male and the 
horror of the traditionalist. It is re- 
assuring to see, however, that the 
Italian Government, with a stern 
sense of duty and an heroic scorn of 
the minority, is going to rally round 
the harem tradition, a tradition that 
sheds a lustre as splendid upon the 
Latin man as it does upon the Latin 
woman.

Fowl Cholera.-—Generally the first 


symptoms of this disease is diarrhoea 
in which the droppings will be thin 
and bright yellow. mixed with bright 
green. The feathers get roughened 
or stand on end, the wings droop, the 
head is drawn down towards the 
body. The bird rapidly becomes weak 
and drowsy. The crop is usually dis- 
tended with food and apparently 
paralyzed. The bird becomes véry 
thirsty. In acute cases of the digease 
the bird dies in from one to two 
days; in other cases death does not 
occur for a week or so, ‘ 

Examination of . the. dead bird 
shows inflammation of the digestive 
organs, kidneys. and ‘mesenteries. 
Hemorrhages are found in the heart; 
blood vessels of the liver are con- 
gested. The ureters appear yellow 
from the yellow-colored urates: which 
they ¢ontain. 

The disease is mostly spread by

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NE of the many evil geniuses 
that have plagued Hungary 
aince the war appears to 
have fallen, at least tempor- 

arily, and while we have no particular 
reason for wishing Hungary well, 
she is to be congratulated upon the 
spectacle of Stephen Friedrich, for- 
.merly Minister of War, in prison on 
a charge of murder. He is accused 
of responsibility for the death of 
Count Stephen Tisza, one of the 
leading statesmen of the Central 
Powers throughout the war. He was 
Premier of Hungary and a bitter 


enemy of the Entente. When he was 
shot. to death in a revolutionary up- 
rising there was no great grief ex- 
p Hungary; but the Hun- 
garians after an experience of the 
Hapebures, the Reds and the Whites 
have come to the conclusion that 
the Hapsburgs were, comparatively 
innocuous. They are tending, to 
them now, and it is for the purpose 
of stimulating this feeling that they 
are called upon to deplore the un 
timely taking off of Tisza. Those in 
the plot to re-establish the Haps- 
burgs may deplore the fact that 
Friedrich is made the ‘‘goat” in this 
murder trial, but his brilliant rise 
from obscurity to power made him 
enemies, and he is being thrown 
overboard. 

Friedrich was an obscure manufac- 
turer of machinery/an@ was unheard 
of until the revolution of, October, 
1918, which marked the end of 
Austro-Hungarian resistance. At this 
time he was! living in a suburb of 
Budapest, and seized the opportunity 
to organize a secret society on the 
Russiah pattern. The plan was to 
introduce soviet government in Hun-| & 
gary. Friedrich edited an anti-mifli-| 
tarist paper with this end in view.| 
It was this organization that decreed 
the assassination of Tisza; and if 
Friedrich was not one of those Who 
slew the premier he provided them 
with the wea for the act. It was 
Friedrich who organized the Officers 
Council of Eléven ard presided over 
it, although he was not an officer. 
When the revolution succeeded, he 
was nominated. by this powerful 
council as Minister of War. Never- 
theless the nomination was ignored 
by the Natfonal Council as well as 
later by the Karolyi Cabinet.. With 
characteristic impudence, however, he 
presented himself at the War Départ- 
ment and finding Gol. Lindér in 
charge he‘ appointed himself as 
under-secretary and simply. declined 
to be discharged.

Practical Hints About Bees and | 
Honey Making. 


Preparations for Wintering ey 
Spring Examination Important | 
June Is Swarming Month — How | 
to Avoid Too Early Extracting. 


(Conteteetad iby Ontario Department of

HE beekeeper’s year may be | 
said to begin In September | 
at the close ofthe honey | 
sqason. Supers are then re- | 
moved and colonies are examined for 
queen condition. Queenless colonies 
should be united with those which 
have queens, particularly with weak 
colonies such as light swarme which 
may have young queens, At present 
prices of honey and sugar it does not 
pay to'‘attempt to winter any but the 
best colonies as swarms of bees can 
be purchased from the Southern 
States to arrive in May and give as 
good a crop of hohey as an average 
colony wintered over. f 
After supers have been removed in’ 
September each colony should be fed 
a sufficient amount of syrup made of 
two parts granulated sugar to\one of 
water to bring its supply of feed up 
to 34 or 40 pounds. This feeding may | 
be done about the first of October. 
Hives may be placed in boxes for 
outdoor wintering before or after 
feeding at the convenience of the bee- 


keeper, but winter packing should be 
applied before settled cold weather, 
For cellar wintering, hives should be 
placed in the cellar at. freezing up 
oma in November, selecting for the 
operation if possible a cold day im- 
mediately folléwing a spell of warm 
weather. When properly prepared 
according to some method similar to 
those described in Bulletin 256 on 
“The Wintering of Bees in Ontario,” | 
outdoor wintered, bees require no at- | 
tention from the time the feeding and 
packing is completed until the fol- 
lowing April. The bee-cellar should 
be watched for the regulation of 
temperature and ventilation .when 
changes of weather occur, 

‘he successful wintering \of bees 
depends on having good colonies of 
young bees, young queens, plenty of 
good stores, hives warmly packed and 
ample protettion from cold winds. 

On the first warm days of April 
colonies should. be remov 
lars and all should be nined to 
detéct queenless ones or those short 
of stores. The former shonld be unit- 
ed with those having queens and: the 
latter given extra feed, It would not 
be wise to make a thorough exam- 
ination for disease until the weather 
is warmer than it u’ually is in April. 
Early in’ May when” favorable 
weather arrives* queens should be 
clipped and the matter of stores giv- 
en attention, At queen-clipping time 
the brood should be inspected care- 
fully for infections diseases as de-. 
scribed in Bulletin 213, “Bee Dis-’ 
easés in Ontario.” — 

The supering of strong colonies 
will begin during ‘fruit bloom and 
outdoor wintered bees may be un- 
packed. soon after. In a backward 
spring the unpacking may be left un- 
til early in i The beekeeper’s 
main duty in May is to get queens 
clipped as stated ‘and see that each 
colony develops properly or is given 
room to check swarming impulse as 
the case may be, 

June is thé swarming ‘monthvand 
time of supering for the main honey 
flow which begins between the 10th 
and 20th of the month, depending on 
the season and the latitude. sure 
to give supers. enovgh to avoid any 
crowding, which ‘may cause the bees 
to become digcouraged, ‘quit work 
and swarm excessively. It should be 
‘the beekeeper’saim to prevent swarm- 
ing as much as possible. This is done 
by keeping young queens, giving 
plenty of room) and a systematic 
examination of brood-chambers’ to. 
detect colonies which are preparing 
to swarthh Whe queen cells are 
found far advanced they should all be 
destroyed and the queen herself re- 
moved, After the colony: has ‘been 
queenless one week the combs should 
again be examined and all cells ex- 
cept one removed. This one will pro- 
vide them with a queen and if only 
one is left they will not swarm again. 
Where an improvement of stock is 
desired the new queen may be given 
instead of leaving one queen cell. 

Nutural swarms should be hived, 
on the old stand after removing the 
parent colony to one side. The 
swarms should be given the supers 
from the old colony. New swarms 
work with great vigor because they 
have no brood to care for during the 
first week. Colonies held together 
jwithout swarming gather more 
honey than those which swarm. They 
also cause the beekeeper less trouble 
at unexpected times. It is the bee 
keepers’ patriotic duty to reduce the 
cost-of honey production and thus in- 
crease the quantity he is called to 
produce as greatly as possible. This 
may be done more by swarm preven- 
tion than in any other way. Bulletin 
233 takes this matter up thoroughly 
and should be carefully studied: by 
all beekeepers. 

Most,of our best honey is gathered 
during tate June and early July. 
None of this should be extracted until 
hear the end of July when the bees 
are nearly through gathering light 
honey. It might be necessary to give 
each colony from two to four ex- 
tracting supers to avoid early ex- 
tracting. By doing this we get a much 
better ripened honey which com- 


; 
mands a better price and maintains 
} 


mueh greater public confidence in 
honey a8 a staple food. 

Colonies which have not been. re- 
queened by natural swarming or by 
swarm control methods in June or | 
July should be attended to in August 
as best results are usually obtained | 
from queens not more than one year ip 
old.——Provincial Apiarist, O. A. Col- | and 
lege, Guelph.

Mare Than Fourteen Hundred Rooms 
in Vienna Home of Ex-Emperor 
of Aurtria, 

There are 1440 rooms in the city 
malnce formerly occupied by the ex- 
emperor of Austria, in Vienna. It ia 
a'vo. equipped with 100 kitchens and 
the courtyard covers 25,000) meters. 
The massive dori¢ co.umns at the out- 
aide entrance were constructed by 
Peter von Hobile in 1321-24. Thrdugh 
these one enters the “Palace of 
Heroes,” outside the cnstle ward. A 
new wing was added here fn 1887-04. 
The inner walls are of the Renalssance 
style, by Ohlmann and Baumann, and 
were completed In 1917. Further on, 
toward the eastern side of the ground, 
is the Heldenplatn, where stand two 
exquisite monuments, the, largest in 
the capital. The one on the left Is 
that of Prince Eugene, while that on 
the right Is of the Archduke Charles, 
who defeated Napoleon a} Aspern. 

A Roman ruin of angient date is 
seen in the castle crypts. Tt is 
characteristic of the oman con- 
querors, but is 80 dilapidated that 
but two or three of the portals re- 
main, the others being nothing but 
crumbled stone. A tall arch Is the 
best preserved part of the ruin. 
| Near the Roman: ruin is a great 
obelisk, resembling a needle more than 
most monuments of the kind. The 
top is finished fn gilt. The sides bear 
hieroglyphics of the history of Austria. 
Near it is the glorious Neptune foun- 


‘tain. and from Schene Brunner (beau- 


tiful fountain) the castle grounds de- 
rived their name, Schonbrunn.

Lumber Cut of 1918. 

The lumber cut of the United States 
n 1918 was 29,362,020,000 feet, as re- 
sorted to the forest service up to 
Tune 15 by 14,753 mills. The com- 
ylete ‘total. cut is 31,890,454,000 feet, 
yased on the assumed operations of 
22.546 jmills. The computed cut in 
{918 is 11 per cent smaller than the 
somputed production In 1917. 

A comparison of the computed cut of 


peveral of thes larger general produc- 


ng regions in 1918 with the figures 
Yor the preceding year shows a small- 
sr output by approximately 20 per cent 
n the yellow-pine group of states, a 
jecrease of 19 per cent. in the North 
Carolina pine group and of 9 per cent 
n the Lake states. An increased cut 
of 2 per cent is noted for Oregon and 
Washington. 


Huge Hailstones. 

There are numerous well-authenti- 
cated cases of hailstones weighing half 
a pound and more, but clainis which 
co far beyond this meager welght are 
made. Stones of six to elght pounds 
are said. to hitve fallen in Namur in 
1719, and the missionary, Father Hue, 
who ought to be a’ credible witness, 
records the fall in Tartary in 1845 of 
a blo¢k of ice as big as a millstone, 
which took three days to melt. In 
May, 1802, a Hungarian village report- 
ed an 1,100-pound = block, requiring 
eight men to move it, and in Tippoo’s 
time one as big as an elephant was 
said to have fallen near Sergapatam. 
These are “some” hailstones,
